season of typhoons was drawing 
near, and we were anxious to make al!

ble gales came on. As something has 
been written in regard to winds, let us 
briefly consider a few facts in regard 
to storms and their names in different 
parts of the world: 

Hurricanes are revolving storms, 
which occur in the Indian Ocean and 
West Indies; the typhoons and cy 

clones of the Indian Ocean are similar 
tothem. They are circuler revolving 
storms, and have a diameter of from 
fifty to five hundred miles, revolving 
with great rapidity pear their centre 
up toacertain distance, within which 
a calm existe. 

Their .ceutre of rotation advances 
rapidly along a definite line along the 
earth's surface. This is called the 
path or track of the hurricane, and it 
is surprising. with what accuracy its 
limits can be defined. These storms 
have a velocity of from twenty to fifty 
miles per hour, and it is a remarkable 
fact that these rotary storms always 
revolve the same way, but that the di- 
rection 1s reversed ia different hemi»— 
pheres. North of the equator they re 

volve from east to west;-south of it, 
from west to east. 

There are three well-known hurri- 
cane regions— the West Indies, the [a- 
dian Ocean, and the Chinese Sea. The 
general course of the West India dur- 
ricane is from the leeward islands 
northwest, passing around the shores 
of the Gulf of Mexico or across it, 
then following the Gulf tream and 
terminating in the Atlantic, or ex- 
hausting their fury in the United 
States. 

The burricanes of the Indian Ocean 
come from the northeast near Sumatra 
aod Java, and travel southeast towards 
the Mawitius. They occur during the 
hot season, from December to Aprilia 
that hemisphere, and are quite rare 
or entirely unknown during the other 
moaths of the year. 

The ty phoons of the Chinese Sea oc- 
cur fram June to November, after an’ 
interval of three or four years. 

When the month of April came we 
had crossed the equator aod were 
slowly working our way along. The 
weather was necessarily hot and 
squally, with sudden showers. Occa- 
psionally a gust of wind came crecping 
over the waters and died out before 
reaching us, but advantage was taken 
of every “cat's paw’ and the yards 
braced for every little breeze, so that 
some onward progress was made all 
the time, but it was very vexatious. 
A little breeze would spring up, and 
after working hard, getting yards 
braced and all suils set, suddenly it 
would cease. Squails kept msing to 
leeward, and, after shortening sail, 
they would all end in a drenching 
shower; then the sun came out with 
renewed heat, and the great ship rolled 
about without wind enough to fill the 
sails. It Was enough to try the pa- 
tience of more saintly persons than 
composed the majority of our ship's 
company, and the ejaculations refer- 
rigg to @ region more tropical than 
our® were frequently heard, also con- 
signing our worthy Captain and offi- 
cers Ao & perpetual residence therein, 
aod Which would have put to shame 
the historic army of Fianders, which, 
if all saecounts are true, were in the 
habit of uttering objurgations shock. 
those devoutly ioclined. 

Naturally so many false alarms had 
relaxed the usual vigilance on such 
occasions, and, as & Cons quence, we 
were for once “taken aback,” with all 
sail set. This very serious matter oc- 
curred as follows: 

All the long day we had been tor- 
meuted by squalls which looked black 
aod threatening aod which died away 
without doing any damage; so, after 
repeatedly stripping the ship of her 
canvas, every One got out of patience. 
During the first dog watch, a squall 
appeared off the lee bow, but as it did 
nut louk very threatening little notice 
was taken of it. At the time the 
weather studding sails were set avd 
the-vessel moving along with a light 
vreeze. The Captain was walking the 
quarter deck, and the officer of the 
waich wouid not shorten sail without 
bis orders. Suddenly the breeze ceased. 
The httie cload grew and rapidly ad- 
vanced towards us. Awakening Ww the 
situation, the Captain roared to the 
men et the wheel, “Put down the 
belm!” “Call ali bands to shorten 
call!’ But it was too late. The ship 
was aback. With a loud crack the 
lower studding-sail boom was broken 
off at the ead of the fore-yard, aod the 
studding satls were torn to pieces in a 
moment. The ship, uoder the tre- 
pendous pressure of so much canvas 
against her masts, was settling in the 
water stern foremost, the great main- 
sail, before it could be hauied up, was 
torn to ribbons. To add to the uni- 
versal confusion, the tiller ropes parted, 
sending the heimeman stunned and 
bleeding against the railing of the 
quarter deck. It seemed as if the 
masts must gu by the board, and the 
rain aod wind twgether made such a 
ruaring that even the trumpet was use- 
less. Ail that could be done was to 
hold on to whatever we could lay our 
bands upon. Part of the mea were in 
the rigging, but most of them were 
crouched uoder the weather railing, 
expecting the masts to go over the 
side. During all this time we were 
settling deeper by the stern, and the 
secoad vfficer, axe in band, was about 
to cut the weather mizzeo rigging and 
let the mizzen mast go averboard, 
when a gesture from the Captain re 
strained him. The ship payed off be- 
fore the wind and went tearing over 
the angry waves without control aod 
uoder no guidance from the helm. 
Tbe second mete and boatswain 
quickly hooked tackles to the tiller 
and managed by their assistance to 
keep the ship before the wind. The 
Captain now roared his commands to 
take in such light sails &s were not 
Llown to pieces, and in a few moments 
after the wind died away and left us 
rolling and —_ about, and a tong 
night's bard work before us for all 
hands. Fortunately no heavy spars 
were lost, but the studding-sail booms 
were gone, and light saile torn to 
pieces. It took us the whole long 
night, wet to the skin, the ship rolling 
as if her masts would go over the sidc, 
with wo wind, to get the torp canvas 
from aloft on deck, and when morniog 
came the scorching sua shone on mis- 
erable and compiaining set of mortals. 
This, however, is but one of the many 
incidents that go to make up a sailor's 
experience, and when we read in some 
novel or tale of ocean life that a vessel 
was “taken aback,” perbaps it is not 
fully understood, and its sad meaning 
has often been, ‘gune down at sea with 
all on board.”

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


The Strength of Gates.—Before a 
committee of the English Parliament 
Mr. B. Baker lately expressed the be- 
lief that ordinary anemometers greatly 
eXagyerate the force of wind-storms, 
and that no sueh pressure as 65 pounds 
per square foot can be exerted by the 
wiod over any considerable surface. 
Proof that 80 great a pressure has not 
veen approached in the Thames Valley 
for many years is found in the fact 
that the London gas-holders have never 
beea damaged by storms, although 
those structures canact resist & pressure 
much exceeding 18 pounds per square 
foot. lo Mr. Baker's own experience 
a gale giving 16% pounds’ pressure to 
the square foot completely stops all 
traffic on tne Firth of Forth. A side 
pressure of 40 pounds per square foot 
would certainly upset an ordinary rail- 
way train, yet trains coptinue w run 
when sanemometers register a con- 
siderably greater wind pressure; while 
sireet-cars are very rarely overturned 
by wind, although they cannot remain 
upright under a pressare of only 20 
pounds to the square fot. 

Copper-Plating Corpscs.—A French 
chemist proposes coating the bodies of 
the dead with a skin of copper, which 
is readily effccted by the well-koown 
process of electro-plating. A second 
plating of gold or silver could be 
added if desired. The treatment per- 
Manently preserves the corpses from 
chemical change, aod has already been 
applied to several human subjccts and 
to many animals. 

A new alloy called platinoid, ex- 
pected to prove very useful in the arts, 
is said. to be practicaliy untarnishable 
and hardly distinguistable from silver. 
Its compusition is essentially that of 
German silver—which is an alloy otf 
100 parts of copper, 60 of tin, and 40 
of mckel —with ao addition of one or 
twe per cent. of tungsten. 

Some Effecta of Forest Removal. 
Amoog the results of the destruction 
of the forests and the drainage of the 
land Dr. KR. H. Reed finds the follow- 
ing: More wind, grester dampness, 
increased rainfall, more dust, more fre- 
quent showers, more sudden changes 
of temperature and moisture, quicker 
transmission of water to the great 
basins, and diminution of the common 
supply of springs and wells. A de- 
crease of malarial diseases follow these 
changes, with an incfease of typhoid 
fever, catarrh, deafness and chronic 
lung troubles. The spread of zymutic 
and contagious diseases is favored by 
the incresse ot wind and dust. 

An Electric Piant—It German 
account is to be believed the plant 
world has its living electrical generat- 
ors as well as the animal kiogdem. 
It is stated that on breaking « stem of 
the Phytolacca decirica the hand re 
ceives a shock like that given by an 
induction coil, and that the magnetic 
needle is affected to a distance of 
twenty feet This energy of the piant 
is greatest at 2 p.m., and almost dis- 
appears at nightfall. 


Dr. B. W. Richardson finds that the 
cat resists suffocation three times as 
long as the dog, on the average, and in 
one instance nine times as long. 


On certaia beaches are found sands 
which on being set in motion produce 
a peculiar musical sound. The char 
acteristics of the grains are being 
studied by Prof. Bolton, of Hartford, 
who bas found the “singing sands” in 
many localities in this country, and 
bas been supplied by the Smithsoniso 
Institution witb a variety of specimens 
from the Saodwich Islands, Germany, 
and other places. 

Evidence of the prevalence of can- 
nibalism among the prebistoric inbab- 
itants of Por: ugal has been di covered 
vp the Peniebe peninsula, where alse 

found a skull on which some 
appears to have used his 
stove implements in the delicate opera- 
tion of trepanning. 

Dr. Hock, a German naturalist, finds 
that the eastern hemisphere affords 269 
plants aod 58 animals useful to man, 
while the western world contributes 
only 52 plants and 13 animals. 


Bringing the Dead to Life.—Some 
facts mentioned by Dr. Richardson, the 
Eaglish phisiologist, suggest the pos 
sibility of samusing persons to life after 
actual death. By combining artificial 
circulation with artificial respiration, 
a dog was to life sixty-five 
minutes after having been killed by 
an overdose of chloroform, the heart 
haviug become perfectly still and cold ; 
aod frogs poisoned by nitrate of amy! 
were restored after oine days of appar- 
ent death, signs of putrefactive change 
having appeared in one case. A quite 
startling effect is produced by peroxide 
of hydrogen in reanimating blood 
and restoring heat to a really dead 
body. These observations, in the 
opinion of Mr. W. Mattieu Williams, 
justify the conclusion that a drowned 
or sufficated man is not hopelessly 
dead so long as the bodily organs re 
mein uvinjured by violence or disease, 
and the blood remains sufficiently 
liquid to be set in motion artificially 
and supplied with a little oxygen to 
start the chemical movements of life. 


The Nee Star.—The remarkable 
eighth magnitude star in the great 
nebula of Andromeda, whose sudden 
appearance has just been announced 
by Dr. Hartwig of Strasburg, ser ms te 
have one exact counterpart in astron- 
omical history. On May 21, 1859, 
Anwers discovered a bright star— 
certainly invisible three days before — 
in the the nebula 80 Messier. In this 
case the new star grew rapidly fainter 
and had vanished by June 10, no trace 
of it having since been seca. 
mysterious and startling phencmena 
have an especial interest from their 
‘possible bearing on Laplace’s theory 
that suns and planets have beea slowly 
formed by the condensation of nebular 
matter.

No bay wia- 
dows nor verandas dies he deem nec- 
essary for these modern days, but he 
builds his round nest aod makes it 
softand warm jaside with down and 
other things. The outside he gener- 
ally covers with moss which he gathers 
from the trees or fences. 1 wonder if 
he bas any fear that the boys may dis- 
cover bis pest. What made me think 
that he might have is that he is very 
careful to make’ it of pearly the same 
color as the bark of the branch on 
which it 1s built, so that unless you 
look closely you would hardly be 
likely to observe it at all.

I remember reading 
once about a Freachman in Paris who 
had a strayberry piant io a flower- pot. 
It was # great treasure to him, and he 
watched it very closely. He noticed 
thet there were & gvod many things 
that liked to visit it, and in three 
weeks he counted thirty-seven differ. 
eot kinds of insects that had made a 
journey to his strawberry plant. 

The birds, the bees, the butterflies. 
and the bugs all love the flowers, and 
they make the gardens full of life. I 
like to go into the garden at noun and 
watch them, for then they are full of 
motion, and ¢ll of them seem to be 
astir. I heve wondered sometimer 
whether all these living things ever 
have anything to say to each other— 
whether they have « that 
they can all understand. If they do 
they must have sociable 'imes together, 
and they all seem so happy I am in- 
clined to think they never have any 
disagreements. I have watched them 
closely and never saw anything 
joked hike quarreling. 

Last wioter I found a bug that had 
get into trouble, the same as a bug 
would be likely to if he staid out late 
at night, I expect he had been play- 
ing the truant, for early om a cool 
morning I found him upon a flower so 
chilled that he could not move. 
poked him very gently with a stick to 
see what was the matter, he was 
so stiff that down he feli, aad he was 
snapped up very quickly by a hen that 
was staoding by.

We were 
two thousand feet above the valicy, 
and from this point we could look 
down and see al! of ite wonders, but I 
was pot quite content because I could 
not co to the top and gather a cluster 
of the starry-eyed blossoms, and look 
off to the great mouctain world that 
was spread all around it. I remember 
going back a little way from the side 
of the Dome into « forest of tall trees. 
Here we found a small log cabin where 
« man hved all alone. He had no 
company but the squirrels, the birds, 
the snakes and the coyotes, only as 
sometimes the tourists to the valley 
would find him, or roving Digger 
Indian would give him call. But 
he was contented to live there, ana he 
was planning to build « stairway to 
the top of the Dome, that should be- 
gin where the trail ended, and be 
about fifteen nundred feet bigh. What 
would you think of climbing 4 stair- 
way like that? It would take some 
very skillful engineering to accomplish 
such a work as that; and I am doubt- 
ful about its ever being successfuliy 
doae.

OUR PORTRAIT GALLERY. 


PETER SEMIENOVITSCH WAUNOWSEI. 

Peter Semienovitsch Wavnowski, 
the Russian Minister of War, is of the 
lower middle class, his family bailing 
from Asia Minor and being ia moder- 
ate circumstances. He was elucated 
in the Military Academy at Kiev, and 
after his graduation. eatered the Rus- 
sian army in the capacity of Corporal. 
After serving for seven years aud ad- 
vancing to the position of minor staff 
officer, be was enabled to seek instruc- 
tion in one of the higher military 
schools in St. Petersburg. After pase- 
iog & most brilliant examination be 
was advanced to the position of Cap- 
tain. Alter serving in this capacity 
for a number of years he was made 
Colonel and placed in command of a 
regiment of infantry in one of the 
provinces, but not until be hed at-‘ 
tained the age of 50 was he made « 
General. Advanced to the position of 
Lieutenant-General he was given com- 
mand of the 12th Division of the Army. 
Few oy noticed the maa, and prob- 
ably his low birth and quiet demeanor 
had much to do with this, but among 
the few who did notice him was the 
Czaro Czarowitz, now Alexander III, 
of Russia, and the military world was 
astounded when ip the last Turco- 
Russian war Waunowski was appointed 
as Chief of the Czarowitz’s staff. Af- 
ter the close of the war he was given 
command of the army of dccupation 
in Bulgaria. Oo the 18th of May, 
1881, he was made Minister of War, 
and has since then introduced many 
reforms in the department. He has 
paced the Russian army upon a plane 
it bas never before attuined, 
like many of his predecessors is popu- 
lar with the masses. 

It is stated that the Czar bas com- 
missioned the Misister of War, Wau- 
nowski, to prepare plans for s cam- 
paign in the event of the opening of 
hostilities between Bulgaria and Rou- 
melia. Itis also stated tha Turkey 
will resist the proposed union, and is 
accordingly making preparations to 
fight. The Porte bas ordered the rail- 
ways to be in readiness to transport 
troops to the frontier, and the feeling 
prevails generally that the conference 
to be held in Constantinople by the 
Powers will prove a failure. The 
Turkish reserves are being mobilized 
in the district bordering on the Black 
Sea. The Russians are also massing 
troops on their border. Bulgaria, by 
the Treaty of Berlin, July 13th, 1878, 
is ap autotomys, but is « tributary 
cipality under the suzeranity of ibe 
Sultana. Eastern Roumelta is under 
the direct political and military au- 
thority of the Sultan. The area is 
13,500 square miles, and the popula- 
tion is 850,000. The people belong 
mostly to the agricultural onde aod 
the exports are cora, wine sad woolen 
goods. Roumelss is the centre of the 
attar of roses trade. The capital is 
Philipopolis, with ® population of

THE GAS WELL. 
A Chat with the Man Whe Gered it 
—Usctess at Present. 
From the Suapar Treas | 

L. B. Harrison, the well-borer who 
discovered a reservoir of gas io sinking 
for water on the grounds of the Orphans’ 
Home some weeks ago, returned to the 
city last evening from San Fernando, 
where he bas been lately engaged. In 
conv with a reporter of the 
Tres, Mr. Harrison. stated that, in 
sinking the well in question, he first 
noticed the flow of at a depth of 
fifty five feet. The gas-bearing stratum, 
or reservoir, seemed to be aboat ten teet 
thick, for, at the depth of sixty-five feet, 
the flow was lost. At eighty feet a de- 
posit of thick petroleum was found, 
which intertered seriously with boring 
operations. As this peroleum was 
thought to be a practical bar to a well 
of water for domestic purposes, farther 
operations were aband» ued. 

Mr. Harrison says that, when the 
well was down sbout mxty feet aud the 
gas was escaping repidiy, ove of the 

match and placed it over 


the aperture. The gas ignited so 
quickly that it singed the man's mus- 
tache eyebrows. It burned up in 
a column of flame two feet and a half 
high. The pipe being seven inches in 
diaweter, it is evident that the volame 
of gas must bave been co e. 

As the well now stands, it is of 
benefit whatever, yielding neither gas, 
water, nor petroleum. It would be 
possible to secure a flow of gas again 
by puncturing the pipe at the depth of 
fifty-five to sixty five feet, which can be 
readily done by apparatus that well- 
borers have. with a flow of gas thus 
established, the Orphaus’ Home might 
be supphed with both fuel and lights at 
cost of nothing at all. It i+ 
worth trying. 

Prof De Léry, an analytical chemist, 
lately located in Los Angeles, is desir- 
ous of prosecating scientific inv. stiga— 
tions Im connection with the well, and 
would like to obtain some of the gas for 
analysis. He is sauguine of the value 
of the well, if the gas proves of proper 
quality and the sapply is reliable.

It is an innocent amu-ement to 
cipher and speculate as to the amount 
of fruit which can be disposed of, and 
itmay be instructive. The amusing 
feature is the comparison of the differ- 
ent cooclusions arrived at by different 
calculators. For instance, here is a 
writer in 1879, when oranges were the 
rage, 80 to speak—a winter visitor, 
specula ing as to the future probabili- 
ties of orange culture. He first re 
lates how protitabie orange culture 
was then, giving the figures at $20 pe: 
tree. He then continues: “It may be 
that the business of orange culture 
will be overdone—this is 4 matter to 
be considered. Let us see. There is 
one pursery containing 500,000 
to become trees, 
and there are many more perhaps 
not so large. A tree reaches perfec 
tion in fifteen years. In fifteen years 
if 100,000 acres are planted—and that 
is an exceedingly moderate estimate— 
with sixty-four trees to the acre, there 
will be 640,000 trees. Each tree 
averaging 1000 oranges there will be 
640,000,000 oranges. We will sup- 
pose thatin fifteen years from this 
time the population of the United 
States shali reach sixty millions, and

American pickle. The English pickles 
are very inferior in appearance to the 
uneducated eye, compared to the bright 
green of the copper-treated article, 
but the latter cannot compete for 6 
moment with the former in the best 
markets.
